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Seniors headed for PA? 


By Neil Fater 
ndover’s new senior center 
could end up in the Phillips 
Academy building where a 
young George Bush slept during his 
first year in Andover 

No deal has been signed, but 
Phillips says it is giving a proposal 
to move the senior center to 
Williams Hall priority over any oth 
er ideas for the site. 

The Friends of Andover Seniors. a 
private, non-profit fund-raising 
group, made the proposal, and the 
deal is still in the initial stages, says 
Marty Epstein, chairman of both the 
design selection team for a new 
senior center and the Council on 


Aging. 

“The odds of something happen 
ing there are indeterminable at this 
time,” he says. “I don’t know if some 
thing can be worked out or not. It’s 
much too early to say.’ 

But Sharon Britton, Phillips direc 
tor of public information, says the 
school likes the idea of a senior cen 
ter coming to “Will’s Hall,” the infor- 
mal name for the dorm. 

“Theirs is the (proposal) the 
school has decided to give the top 
rank, for a feasibility study,” says 
Britton. “We'd like to go through ths 
proposal and see what we can do for 


A failure to communicate 


Union, School Committee clashes go public

Wf teachers, parents and school 
; department administrators agree 
4.that communication is the key to a 
well-run school department, why is 
there so much yelling going on? 
Indeed, the recent scheduling prob 
lems at Andover High School have 
been characterized by public shouting 
matches as much as by sober discus- 
Sion. 
Some of it has come from parents, 


frustrated that their children can’t get 
the courses they believe they need for 
“early decision” admission to colleges, 
or simply because their children had 
schedules that included as many study 
halls as classes. 

But most of the ill will has been

Small donations from a big heart 


It may be small, but Beverly 
Darling is definitely playing 
with a full deck — of cards, that 
is. 

Her collection of miniatures, 
which includes a full deck of 
cards the size of a sugar cube, is 
soon to be donated to the Wen- 
ham Museum, home of an exten- 
sive collection of miniatures, 
including many that Darling has 
collected since childhood. 

The deck of cards is but an 
accessory to the miniature 
pieces of furniture, exact repli- 
cas of full-size fine furniture 
made by manufacturers to pro- 
mote the sale of the larger pieces. 


Darling, 82, collects the rare, 
“one-fifth” scale miniatures, 
built two inches to the foot of 
full-size pieces. Thirty-five of her 


miniatures have full-size coun 
terparts in her own furniture col- 
lection. Her miniature collection 
boasts more than 200 pieces, she 
says. 

The miniatures are valuable 
because they are no longer made, 
and because they are copied 
from the full-size down to the last 
detail including elaborate inlay 
work, she says. 

In addition to the appreciation 
of the craft involved to make 
these treasures, Darling prizes 
many pieces for sentimental rea- 
sons. 

“People have brought me 
pieces from all over the world,” 
she says, noting a silk screen 
about four inches long given to 
her by the Wang family, and a 
silver box less than an inch 
square from the English collec- 
tion of George III, given to her by 


her mother. 

Many pieces are English, she 
says, because they were the first 
to use salesmen’s samples (two- 
inch scale replicas) to sell their 
furniture. 

One American company that 
followed suit was the H. Sacks & 
Sons furniture makers of Brook- 
line, the origin of many of her 
pieces. 

She decided to give up the col- 
lection to the museum in order to 
keep the sets from being sold off 
and broken up, she said. 

“IT thought I’d miss it more 
than I did,” she said, and added 

that and her friends often 
visit the museum.

At home she displays her col- 
lection in lit cabinets designed to 
showcase the pieces in “rooms.” 
One cabinet of miniatures has 


already made the journey to 
Wenham, and the other will go at 
a later date. 

Her collection has been fea- 
tured in traveling exhibits in 
nationally recognized antique 
shows, and in the collectors’ bul- 
letin The Nutshell News, she 
says. 

Despite the valuable and deli- 
cate nature of many pieces, she 
freely hands them to guests to 
examine in detail, and enjoys the 
shared appreciation. 

She does lament a few lost 
pieces that she suspects may 
have gone home with visiting 
children, like a cat and mouse or 
her favorite miniature book of 
flower prints. 

But there seems to be nothing 
missing in the “furnished 
rooms” on display. The dining 


room is complete with silverware and goblets 
and a Waterford crystal chandelier. A pair of 
scissors smaller than a matchstick sits on the 
desk. 

Darling’s eye for detaii has served her in 
many artistic endeavors including a large 
body of work in sculpture and watercolor, 
and elaborate gardening arrangements. 

A former realtor, she is a past president of 
the League of Women Voters, and has had 
some of her poetry published. 

A reception to honor her and her donation 
is scheduled for 24 p.m. Sunday, Nov. 2 at the 
Wenham Museum, 132 Main St., Wenham. 
The museum is also home to antique doll and 
electric train collections.

Former Andover priest's 
recovery ‘a miracle’ 


In what has been called a “miraculous 
recovery,’ a former Andover priest is enter- 
ing rehabilitation, citing the power of prayer 
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after surviving severe lung cancer and a 
related coma. 

Father Stephen Baker, 33, formerly of St. 
Augustine’s of Andover, opened his eyes 
from a coma on June 12, nearly a year after 
his lung collapsed, the first major sign of the 
disease. 

Father Baker says he hopes to return to 
his work at Monsignor Bonner High School 
in Pennsylvania, according to a feature story 
in the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

Andover parishioners who were close to 
Baker say they’ve been praying night and 
day for their former priest, and he believes 
it’s part of why he recovered. 

“A lot of people have said that it’s a mira- 
cle, and I believe that. I believe God worked 
through the doctors who treated me, the peo- 
ple who prayed for me, my religious commu- 
nity and my family. All those elements work 
ing together showed me healing power. It’s 
renewed my desire to serve, my religious 
vocation,” he told the Inquirer.

While Andover selectmen normally 
rib each other about their golf games, 
they were swinging away at each other 
on virtually every subject during Mon- 
day’s goal-setting workshop.

“Geez, with half a truck, it’s hard 
steering the back part of it,” Downs said 
he told the town manager. 

So that year, Downs didn’t request 
any truck money, but he said he did get 
a full pumper the next year for $105,000. 
“So I got a new truck a year late and for 
$15,000 more,” said Downs. 

“You know what killed Bill’s request 
for the pumper that year?” asked Select- 
man Larry Larsen, who appeared to be 
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tiring of the stories. “It was the request 
for the horse with it.” 

“Hey, Larry!” Downs called out 
above the laughter. “(The problem was) 
they only wanted to give me half a 
horse. They wanted to give me the Lar- 
ry half.” 

Calling his fellow selectman a 
horse’s you-know-what was only one of 
the one-liners Downs managed during 
the evening. 

When Downs and 
Larsen agreed on a point 
regarding a new senior 
center, several members 
of the board feigned sur- 
prise. 

“T agree with you — for 
once,” said Downs. “Is 
there a full moon out 
tonight?” 

After he said he felt the 
needs of youth were being 
delayed in favor of other needs, Downs 
contributed another punch line. 

“I know you think I’m anti-youth, 
but I’m not,” he said. “I just wish I was a 
little youth(ful).”

His lung collapsed in July, 1996, just before 
he moved to Pennsylvania. A month later, the 
second lung collapsed. In November, doctors 
discovered a fast-growing tumor in his rib 
cage. 

Five months later, after radiation and 
chemotherapy treatments, doctors deter- 
mined that the tumor should be removed. 
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In surgery, two tumors, described 
as the size of two grapefruits, were 
successfully removed, but one lung 
also had to go. Complications after 
surgery developed into pneumonia 
and later he fell into a coma for nearly 
two months, the story reported. 

“I don’t think people ever thought 
of giving up. Even when things did 
look grim, people remained hopeful,” 
says Bowen who described parish 
support for Baker in many forms 
including cards, letters, phone calls, 


Japanese origami cranes (a symbol of 


peace) and of course prayers. 

“He was just active, very giving, 
big smile. He had a very upbeat, posi- 
tive personality and I think people 
responded when he reached out,” 
Bowen says. 

Bowen adds that the parish is 
reminded of Baker every spring when 
the flowers and gardens he planted 
around the friary bloom each year. 

Linda Chiozzi, whose two sons 
served as altar boys at St. Augustine’s 
said she thought Baker had a rapport 
with the younger crowd. 

“He certainly identified with the 
kids. That is unique especially 
because there are so few young 
priests these days,” Chiozzi says. 

Baker is recovering in the Villano- 
va University monastery.

Andover knows, Sizer matters in education

Ted Sizer is known across 
America for his research on 
public schools, but in 
Andover, he’s also known as a 
“wise and compassionate 
man,” says one former col- 
league at Phillips Academy. 

Sizer, a guru of American 
school reform, will speak in 
Andover Tuesday at 7 p.m. in 
Old Town Hall, 20 Main St., 
about “Reaching for Excel- 
lence in Public Schools,” to 
kick off the Andover/North 
Andover League of Women 
Voters study in education. 

Now a Brown University 
professor emeritus, he began 
his career teaching at the Rox- 
bury Latin School in 1955. 
Before serving as Headmaster 
at Phillips Academy from 1972- 
1981, Sizer taught in Australia, 
England and at Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

Since leaving Andover he 
has spent time researching 
and writing about school 
reform, particularly high 
schools, and has chaired the 
Coalition for Essential Schools

Nathaniel Smith, teacher at 
Phillips Academy, says that 
besides being a great thinker, 
he helped people reach their 
potential. 

“As headmaster he made it 


; clear to the world 
around him that he 
trusted individuals to 
do their best. Everyone 
may not do the same 
thing, but everybody 
can do something, and 
that trust brings out the 
best in people,” Smith 
says. 

Sizer’s knack for con- 
necting on an individu- 
al level coupled 
with his tendency to 
“think big” makes 
him a_ popular, 
dynamic speaker, 
he says. 

“He’s never talk- 
ing over your 
head,” says Smith. 

School Commit- 
tee member Skip 
Eccles also taught at 
Phillips under Siz- 
er. He says he thought 
much of Sizer’s philosophy 
was already in practice at 
Phillips. 

Eccles said Sizer 
stressed exhibitions over 
exams, or having students 


demonstrate what’ they 
learned rather than simply 
take tests, and advocated keep- 
ing things simple, Eccles says. 

“Concentrate on what you 
consider more important,” he 
says, was Sizer’s recommenda- 
tion.

Most of them -— everything 
from TVs to stereo equipment, toaster 
ovens to clock radios, electric tooth- 
brushes to kitchen blenders — were still 
in boxes. You couldn’t even see a fire- 
place in one of the walls, because the 


ions aren’t important. They should lobby | boxes were piled so high. 


There was even a “power speedboat” 
(an inflatable dingy with an electric 
trolling motor) lying on the floor. 

Most of the stuff was broken, or had 
never worked, he admitted. 

He also admitted to whittling away 


about $80,000 buying this and other 
stuff, or sending in “tax, shipping and 
handling fees” for major cash awards he 
had supposedly won, but somehow nev- 
er showed up. 

I figured he’d be furious. That he’d be 
working with the cops, the district attor- 
ney or the attorney general — anybody 
who could help him get his money back 
from the crooks who had taken it. Or at 
the least that he’d be hanging up on the 
callers, and tearing up their mailings. 

I figured wrong. Even more amazing 
was his kitchen table. It was literally 
covered with what looked like more 
than a thousand pieces of mail, all 
shrieking in cover letters or on the 
envelopes about free merchandise, big 
prizes, amazing vacations and can’t- 
miss investment opportunities. 

Saddest of all, on a small table next to 
the door was a smaller pile of envelopes, 
neatly piled and stamped, waiting for 
the mailman. After all this, with virtual- 
ly no money left, he was still responding 
to those fraudulent solicitations. 

“I know what I’m getting isn’t worth 
that much,” he said. “But it sounds so 
good, I figure sometime it’s going to pay 
off.” 

The detective, unable to convince the 
man to quit or cooperate in going after 
the crooks, was wild with frustration. 

We did a story. And suddenly, out of 
the woodwork, some family members 
showed up. They weren’t happy about 


the publicity, but at least they stopped 
the bleeding from their uncle’s bank 
account.

The good news is that stories like 
these have finally prompted law 
enforcement to start trying to prevent 
mail and “telefraud,” instead of chasing 
criminals after the fact, who are about 
as easy to corral as the morning fog. 
They operate from phone banks or post 
office boxes, and by the time the law is 
onto them, they’re gone. 

Part of that effort came to the 
Andover Senior Center last week, in the 
form of assistant attorney general and a 
representative of American Express 
Financial Advisors. They had some 
very good advice. 

The not-so-good news is that there 
weren’t many in the audience — per- 
haps two dozen showed up. 

It’s also not so good that the presen- 
ters seemed to feel that they had to 
stroke the self-esteem of those in atten- 
dance, assuring them that they are real- 
ly bright, well-informed folks who bear 
no more personal responsibility for 
falling victim to these crooks than 
someone blindsided by a truck running 
a red light. 

Supposedly, according to an AARP 
survey (now there’s an unbiased 
source), it is all a myth that “telefraud” 
happens only to elders who are lonely,

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Andover is now my town 


Champa 
Bilwakesh 


On Main Street we stood, my 
friends and I, on a sunny day last 
September. As I stood there, 
brushed by a breeze soaked in the 
warm sunshine, it occurred to me 
that we were part of the Great 
American Scene the Main Street 
Parade the kind of Americana 
that Norman Rockwell would have 
painted. 

I wondered how we would have 
appeared on his canvas: tan faces 
among the white, saris and salwar- 
kameez among the jeans and sport 
shirts, dots of brilliant fuscia, ver 
milion and crimson among the den- 
im, red and white. 

We laughed and talked, mostly 
about the people who weren’t there. 
The band played and Andover's cel- 
ebration of its 350th year began. The 
UMass Minutemen marching band 
appeared. The young men with 
their strong arms swooped up the 
young women in the team. They 
held their posture, their arms held 
high. 

My spirit soared cliche-like; I 
wanted to hug the UMass marching 
band. They were our own, from the 
public university for all our sons 
and daughters, in this state rich in 
elite private schools. 

My skin goose-bumped when the 
hangman appeared. He was fol- 
lowed by men, women and children 
dressed in white. They carried 
tombstones recalling those perse- 
cuted, accused and murdered in the 
witch trials of Andover. The float 
depicting Andover of 1896 passed 
by, and I felt nostalgia, an urge to 
protect and preserve this piece of 
history. It was not the past in which 
I nor any of my ancestors lived. It is 
the past I have now adopted. 

The peacock float arrived with 
children dressed in the clothes they 
had acquired as gifts from grand- 
parents or from their own visits to 
India. They wore them, conscious of 
how beautiful they looked — eager, 
self-assured, natural and at ease. 
They stood in their assigned places 
in the truck designed like a pea- 
cock, India's national bird. Their 
nationality, cultures and traditions 
merged in that small space of the 
Mack truck. 

The flat-bed was now filled with 
dancers, players of the sitar and 
veena, enthusiastic little flag- 
wavers in a rainbow of silk skirts 


| ROBIN MEE RS and tops, boys and girls in base- 


ball and soccer uniforms, and a 
jazz ensemble in black and 
white that stood high on a plat- 
form. The drummer showed his 
stuff, and the crowd cheered. 

A family passed us and the 
father answered, “A peacock,” 
to the little girl's question. This 
was the first time a float was 

built by a community of Asian-Indi- 
ans in Andover's history of 350 
years. 

I arrived in . a aS a young 
woman, carefully swathed in Indian 
traditions, lovingly given in mar- 
riage to a man I had known for 10 
days. I followed him to America 
with implicit faith that he would 
take care of me. I doubt if I will ever 
again enter another life experience 
with this kind of trust, but I did 
when I was 18. 

There were many other brides 
just like me who gently stepped into 
university towns all over America 
in that fall of 1967. We had left our 
physical home in India but carried 
in our heart and soul the images 
and sounds that have shaped our 
lives — arranged marriages, 
unquestioned respect and unshak- 
able faith in our elders and their 
wisdom, women's proper place in 
family and society, the right educa- 
tion and the right jobs, raising of 
children, and yes, caste and religion 
— in short a blueprint for “how to 
live.” 

With this clutched firmly in our 
collective minds we struggled to 
build our lives in a culture that 
seemed alien and home at the same 
time. Along with our American 
brothers and sisters, we too became 
the baby boom generation and the 
sandwich generation, and now here 
we are at middle age, watching our 
sons and daughters carving out 
lives for themselves as Americans. 

We watch them with anxious 
eyes as they stride off to those fear- 
ful places where they may face the 
ugliness of racism, the heartbreak 
of AIDS, the abyss of drug and alco- 
hol abuse, and corporate greed that 
will swallow them up and may spit 
them out re-engineered. 

We hope and pray to all the gods 
we know that they will be safe and 
that our love will shelter them. Hav- 
ing discovered their own home- 
lands, our children now lead us to 
new places with merging borders 
and vanishing walls. They rattle 
our comfort zones with disturbing 
ideas, to which reluctantly and then 
carefully we listen. They break 
down the traditions we gave them 
and build new ones with the same 
blocks. They spin their own dreams 
of taking America into the new mil- 
lennium. 

We fondly hope that they too will 


Americ 


gladden our hearts when they mar- 
ry a man or woman we will careful- 
ly choose for them, and they look at 
and in their American 
accents, “No, Mom, that's not going 
to happen.” And yet, again they sur- 
prise us by choosing life partners 
who look just like Mom and Dad. 

I accepted my U.S. citizenship 
after years of deliberation, because 
it is very hard to relinquish the 
identity one has grown into. When ] 
finally did, however, I knew why 
We hold these truths to be self-evi 
dent, that all men are created equal 
that they are endowed by their Cre 
ator with certain inalienable rig 
that among these are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness." 

It sits well with me to be a citizen 
of a state founded on such a 
premise. Drafted by slave-holders, 
these words nevertheless holds 
promise of equality unmatched by 
any other nation. As a citizen of the 
United States I take this premise 
very seriously and hold America to 
deliver on her promise. I cannot do 
that without a voice, without my 
vote. The values of Satyam Shivam 
Sundaram (truth, love, beauty) that 
I inherited as a child of India are 
now enhanced by the ideals embed 
ded in the Bill of Rights. 

The First Amendment now 
echoes in my own abhorrence of 
control over thought, speech or 
expression anywhere in the world. 
Confronting the face of hatred born 
of ignorance was a shock and a 
humbling experience. It has made 
me take a hard look at my own prej- 
udices, both inherited and acquired, 
and given me the determination to 
remove them from my own life and 
join the struggle to remove it from 
human life. Beauty indeed lives in 
truth and love. 

The peacock float sailed past us, 
wishing the town a happy 350th. 
The parade brought me closer to the 
meaning of assimilation. As immi- 
grants from India we have set down 
our distinct imprint on this small 
New England town, as has America 
etched her pattern on us, in visible 
and in subtle ways. That September 
day, the small community of Indi- 
ans that I belong to came to cele- 
brate the birthday of the larger 
community of Andover; it offered to 
Andover the skills, talents, the 
hopes and dreams enshrined within 
the cultural ground of our collective 
homes. We came together to wel- 
come Andover's future which will 
be shaped by the new pioneers, the 
children of my town.

PictureTel Corporation’s “restate- 
ment” of profits for three quarters in 
1996 and 1997 has prompted a federal 
lawsuit from a disgruntled shareholder. 

The company reported two weeks ago 
that revenues for those quarters were 
less than expected — about $13.5 million 
— because of some contracts for which 
the company had not been paid (“Pic- 
tureTel profits take a plunge,” Towns- 
man, Sept. 25). 

While the adjustment was “relatively 
small” according to the company, Pic- 
tureTel share prices dropped from a 
high of about $30 last December to $11.50 
on Sept. 19, when the company restate- 
ment was made. 

Faith Egli, represented by Boston 
attorney Thomas Shapiro, names Pic- 
tureTel Corporation, plus its president, 
Norman E. Gaut and former vice 
president, chief financial officer and sec- 
retary Les. B. Strauss, as defendants. 

Her suit, filed in U.S. District Court 
on September 23, contends that Picture- 
Tel violated federal securities laws, 
damaging her and other shareholders. 
She seeks to make her case a class 
action suit, representing all sharehold- 
ers who purchased shares in the compa- 
ny between Oct. 17, 1996 and Sept. 18, 
1997. While the suit says it cannot name 
all such shareholders, it suggests there 
are hundreds, since the corporation has 
34 million shares of common stock out- 
standing. Egli had purchased 400 shares. 

Specifically, the suit claims that the 
defendants “disseminated false and mis- 
leading information about PictureTel’s 


for 70 years, is running a contest for 
the first time in its history, says 
innkeeper Henry Broekhoff. 

Former employees are invited to 
describe their time at the Inn in 250 
words or less. They should mention 
the name of the innkeeper, chef or

financial condition in order to artificial- 
ly inflate the price of the company’s 
stock.” That, the suit says, led to an arti- 
ficially high price for the stock of $34.65. 

In October, 1996 and again in Febru- 
ary, 1997, the suit says the company 
reported “record” revenues and income, 
up 35 percent and 81 percent over the 
same quarter in 1995. 

The suit quotes Gaut saying that, 
“1996 was the most successful year in 
PictureTel history, in terms of our 
financial performance ...” Gaut allegedly 
also promised continued growth, 
although at a slower pace. 

The suit claims that PictureTel 
“shocked the market” on Sept. 19, 1997, 
when Richard Goldman, hired in June, 
1997 to replace Strauss, disclosed that he 
had discovered “minor discrepancies” 
in how much the company was owed 
from leases of its videoconferencing sys- 
tems and when the money was expected. 

“The company had improperly recog- 
nized revenue from its leases in order to 
artificially inflate the company’s rev- 
enue, earning and stock prices,” the suit 
says. 

Finally, Egli’s suit alleges that both 
Gaut and Strauss profited from those 
overstatements. It says Gaut sold 50,000 
shares in December, 1996, for prices 
ranging from $28.05 to $29.07. Strauss 
sold 130,776 shares in November and 
December, 1996, for prices ranging from 
$27.80 to $30.67 per share. 

“The prices the individual defen- 
dants sold at were nearly triple the 
$11.50 closing price on Sept. 19, 1997,

Rather, the mere magnitude 
of the restatements were such that 
defendants and other senior officers of 
the company must have known of the 
fraud, or were reckless in failing to 
know. 

The suit accuses the defendants of 
various things, including “misrepresen- 
tations ... (and) fraud and deceit,” on 
shareholders. 

Egli asks the court to declare her a 
representative of a class action, reim- 
bursement for damages suffered plus 
the costs of litigation, including attor- 
neys fees. 

PictureTel spokesman Kevin Flana- 
gan said he was unable to comment in 
any detail, because the litigation is 
pending. “We are carefully reviewing it 
with our counsel,” he said, “and beyond 
that we have no comment on the merits 
of the case.” 

Flanagan did say, however, that such 
suits are common in the investment 
industry, “whenever a company 
restates its financial results.” 

Regarding comments Gaut is alleged 
to have made during the time the stock 
prices were in the $30 range, Flanagan 
says any such statements “were appro- 
priate at the time. Things certainly 
change in any business, and we certain- 
ly feel that there is still a strong future 
for PictureTel,” he said.

* Don’t believe callers who say they 
are from a law enforcement agency and 
need your help in an investigation that 
they want kept secret. Legitimate law 
enforcement doesn’t work that way. 

+ Anybody who wants you to decide 
something quickly is bogus. 


* Your odds of getting something for 


nothing are about as good as winning 
Megabucks, and those odds are a lot 
worse than what you’d get from your 
local bookie. 

- If a caller isn’t willing to send you 
something in writing, forget it. 

There is a lot more information 
where that came from. The AG’s con- 
sumer information line is 617-727-8400. 
The National Fraud Information Cen- 
ter is 800-876-7060. And your police 
department is as close as 911. It might 
be worth a call even if you haven’t been 
scammed. Ask them to send you the 
brochure called For All You're Worth. It 
could save you lots of grief, and lots of 
money.

Resident 
complains of 
‘rude’ officer 


By Neil Fater 

After going to the Andover police for help 
in June, Cynthia Santavicca filed a written 
complaint against a police sergeant whom she 
felt treated her rudely. 

Now, nearly four months since the incident 
— and a month after she says she called the 
town manager’s office because it was taking so 
long for a response — Santavicca is still wait- 
ing to hear what police will do about her com- 
plaint. 

“I kept thinking, ‘Surely I’ll hear some- 
thing.’ I gave them the benefit of the doubt,” 
says Santavicca, of Brook Street. “It’s a mys- 
tery to me why no one responded to a com- 
plaint, and then to a complaint about a com- 
plaint.” 

Phillip Froburg, Andover police lieutenant, 
Says the matter “is still being investigated.” 
Froburg had difficulty reaching the other wit- 
ness named in Santavicca’s complaint, he 
Says, and both he and the officer in question, 
Sgt. Thomas Siopes, have had vacations since 
then. 

Froburg also says it’s a tough case to 
resolve, because it’s one person’s word against 
another. When the Townsman asked Sgt. 
Siopes if he felt he had treated Santavicca 
politely, he responded, “Oh, certainly.” 

Both Froburg and Siopes say Santavicca 
was upset with Lawrence police for having 
her son walk home at night when his friend 
was arrested for an expired registration, and 
that she’s now upset with Andover police for 
something over which they had limited con- 
trol. 

“I don’t even feel it’s newsworthy,” says 
Siopes. “She had a problem in Lawrence and 
she came here. What can I say?” 

He says if Santavicca didn’t believe the 
complaint was being addressed quickly 
enough, she should have talked with the 
police chief. 

“To go to the news media because she’s 
unsatisfied, I think is unfair to me,” he says. 

“There doesn’t seem like there’s too, too 
much there. It was more of an attitude thing. 
She didn’t like the attitude (of Siopes),” says 
Froburg. 

“He’s absolutely correct in saying it’s an 
attitude thing,” says Santavicca. “It’s not a 
healthy attitude.” 

Santavicca didn’t feel welcome when she 
approached the Andover police for help in 
finding her son, she says. 

“] was treated like a criminal, like a bad 
person, because I was intruding on their 
time,” she says. “They could have said, ‘This 
is in Lawrence jurisdiction, but this is what 
we can do for you.” 

Froburg says he believes police did what 
they could by asking a patrol car to be on the 
lookout for Santavicca’s son. 

“We would certainly do what we could in 
Andover. I think she was told that we would 
certainly do it,” says Froburg. “But it’s not a

SCREENING FOR STROKE 

As it turns out, the dentist may play an important role in 
preventing strokes.

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Cops close book on ‘Northshore Phantom’

Andover police detectives 
Kevin Burke and Kevin Winters 
can finally close the book on one 
of their most sought-after crimi- 
nals, the man known as the 
Northshore Phantom, Ramon 
Torres. 

Or, to be more accurate, they 
believe they can at least shelve 
the book for the next few years. 

Torres, 51, pleaded guilty in 
Salem Superior Court Monday to 
numerous house-break and larce- 
ny charges in Andover. But as 
part of his reported plea bargain, 
Torres will serve his five- to eight- 
year sentence concurrently with a 
sentence he is already serving for 
similar crimes elsewhere. 

That is really the only down- 
side to the case for Burke and 
Winters, who back in 1986 used 
fingerprints and a computer pro- 
gram to link Torres to one house- 
break. Since then they have used 
the same fingerprint information 
here, and shared the information 
with other towns, to link Torres 
with dozens of house break cases, 


they said. 

Although the statute of limita- 
tion ran out on some cases, the 
detectives proved Mr. Torres has 
been involved with Andover 
house breaks since 1972. The two 
Andover detectives established 
substantial evidence against Tor- 
res in about a dozen cases. 

“He was very good, very quiet, 
very selective about what houses 
he did,” says Burke. “TI figure this 
guy was good for 50 to 70 house 
breaks here. But these are the 
ones we were able to put him at 
from fingerprints.” 

They say Torres has stolen 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
“but that’s shallow compared to 
the trauma he put these (home- 
owners) through,” says Burke. 

“He hit so many houses, it 
made our fingerprint searches 
easy after a while. Any Friday or 
Saturday night, you’d go right to 
Ramon’s finger card,” says Win- 
ters. 

The detectives knew his pat- 
terns well. 

They knew he only stole Volk-

swagens for his thefts, only attacked houses 
near a highway, would hit about three houses 
between nightfall and about 10:30 p.m. and 
would be gone. 

They knew if he made any sound, he would 
quit, that he only took the expensive jewelry 
from a house and that he never returned to a 
car after he dumped it somewhere in Dorch- 
ester, where he used to live. They knew that in 
the winter he disappeared, presumably to 
warmer climates. 

But the problem was catching the man. For 
years, in fact since at least 1986 when the first 
Andover warrant on him was put out, he 
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avoided police. 

Torres was finally caught in Boston July 28, 
1993, after a lengthy rooftop chase, say the 
detectives. 

“This was the pinnacle,” says Burke, of bag- 
ging Torres, “the Holy Grail of the fingerprint 
case.” 

The detectives say they’re happy to put 
their rubber bands around Torres’ thick files 
for the last time. 

“What he was, was a professional house- 
breaker. That was his job,” says Winters. “He 
was at the very, very top of the (bad guy) list 
because he was doing it so consistently.”

Teens vs. cops, 
from the teen side 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am a local teenager outraged at the 
recent actions of the Andover Police 
Department. I, as well as many other 
teenagers, am sick and tired of a few offi- 
cers in Andover thinking they can con- 
tinuously intimidate and harass us with- 
out the youth fighting back. 

True, there is not much teenagers can 
do to change the way they treat us, and 
yes, this letter might make things worse 
between these few officers and us. How- 
ever, I feel I can no longer take this 
harassment without informing the 
taxpayers of what their money is being 
spent on. 

The night in question is Saturday, 
Sept. 20. I will provide you with an accu- 
rate time line of what actually happened 
that night, and you can decide for your- 
self whether the actions of these officers 
was ethical or not. 

Saturday, Sept. 20, 9:30 p.m. — A small 
group of police officers broke up a party 
on Gemini Circle. They told us to leave, 
and we did as they said. We then pro- 
ceeded to a local ballfield parking lot 
where the teens of Andover like to hang 
out. The cops must have followed us 
there, because in about a half hour they 
pulled into the parking lot. 

10 p.m. — Two police cruisers pulled 
into the front of the parking lot, parked 
and watched us. We had nothing to hide 
from them, so we continued to stand 
there and socialize. After approximately 
10 minutes of in-depth investigation, the 
Officers then pulled up to us and told us 
to leave immediately. When asked where 
they expected us to go, they told us we 
could hang out at Rec Park. They said we 
would not be bothered there. We listened 
to the officers and went to Rec. 

10:30 p.m. — We were hanging out at 
Rec at the end of the road. We weren’t 
Causing any trouble or being loud. All of 
a sudden a police cruiser pulled to the 
end of the road and two police officers, 
on foot, came from the woods. It turns 
out the two officers that came out of the 
woods parked on the blocked-off 
entrance to Rec and walked on foot. This 
was obviously a trap. 

Again we stood there with nothing to 
hide. The officers, blatantly frustrated 
that they didn’t catch us doing some- 
thing illegal, grabbed a teenage girl and 
put her in cuffs. Apparently the girl saw 
the cops sneaking up on us and picked 
up a beer can from the ground and threw 
it away. She did this so the officers 
would not think we were drinking and 
kick us out of yet another hangout spot. 

I know how it sounds, “Yeah, right, 
picking up a beer can,” but she has at 
least 10 eyewitnesses, including myself, 
who will back up her story. The girl was 
brought to tears trying to tell the cops 
the truth. They refused to listen and 
arrested her for possession of alcohol. 
Now that girl may be kicked off her fall 
sport team at the high school because of 
those cops’ little power trip. 

The cops then told us to leave Rec 


Park. When we asked the officers why, 
they responded that the curfew for Rec. 
is 10 p.m. If the curfew is 10, then why 
did they tell us to go there back at the 
ballfield parking lot when it was already 
past 10? This question remains to be 
answered. 

I am not saying, by far, that all 
Andover police officers act this way 
towards teenagers. The majority under- 
stand our difficulty in finding a place to 
go at night and are sympathetic towards 
us. But there are a handful of bad apples 
who are so bored with their job that they 
have to follow around juniors and 
seniors in high school to get their thrills. 
All we ask for is a place to go at night 
where we will not be harassed and told 
to leave. 

I hope I gave you an understanding of 
what it’s like to be a teenager in 
Andover.

Don't hide a 
louse-y problem 


Editor, Townsman: 

This is an open letter to elementary 
school families: 

I am begging you to wake up and be 
aware of the problem in our schools. 

No, it is not with any of the problems 
we all hear so much about in the papers 
or at meetings. This is a more personal 
and invasive problem. And it could end 
up a problem at your house, too. We need 
all parents to be aware of this problem 
and how to deal with it so we can put a 
stop to it. 

This is how the phone call goes ... 
“Mrs. Andover Parent, your child has 
head lice and needs to be removed from 
school.” 

Can’t happen to me, you say? Oh, but 
it can. If it’s not in your child’s school 
right now, what about at dance class, 
swimming lessons, gymnastics classes, 
martial arts lessons, Sunday school? 

Anywhere your child hangs a coat or 
backpack next to another’s, you can con- 
tact head lice. Head lice can live for 
about eight hours off of a person, without 
a blood meal. That’s plenty of time to 
jump from one coat to another and 4) 
home after any activity to your house. 

The schools notify the parents of any 
child who is found to have head lice. 
They also do class head searches in that 
child’s classroom. Some do a little more, 
some do a little less. The notices go home 
to that class or that grade level. What 
about the siblings in other grades? What 
about that backpack pile on the play- 
ground before school? The school nurses 
are trying hard to deal with this situa- 
tion, but they can’t deal with it alone. 

As a Girl Scout leader, I have tried to 
deal with it within my troop and at the 
leaders’ meeting we had this week. We 
are trying to get the word out so that we 
can stop this epidemic. Those of us who 
have had to deal with it are trying to 
pass along the information on how to 
deal with it. What do you do if it’s your 


child? 

* See your doctor or school nurse to 
verify the diagnosis, if you’re in doubt or 
denial. Have your head checked too, for 
peace of mind. 

* Follow their advice — use NIX and a 
LICE comb (not the one in the package) 
to treat the child. Follow the instructions 
carefully. 

- Treat the environment, washing in 
hot water/hot dryer, bagging things for 
two weeks that can’t be washed, spray- 
ing furniture/car upholstery/backpacks. 
Vacuum your house. This needs to be a 
thorough cleaning. 

+ Follow up one week later with a head 
check and again at two weeks. Be aware 
of other cases in school and elsewhere 
and keep checking your children. 

A child cannot return to school with- 
out a clean head check by the school 
nurse. Do not try to hide it from your 
school nurse. All it takes is one nit (egg) 
for the infestation to start all over again. 
I personally have trouble seeing these 
itty bitty things. My family doctor and 
my school nurse have both been very 
helpful in identifying them and helping 
take care of the problem. We were lucky 
that it was discovered very early on and 
was relatively easy to deal with. 

Do not be too embarrassed to get help. 
Do not treat a child unless you know he 
or she needs it. These chemicals are 
nothing to mess around with if you don’t 
have to. My school nurse has found out 
from children, as she’s done head 
checks, that children have been treated 
at home over the weekend, but parents 
have not reported the case so that the 
school could follow up in that class or 
grade. This is how it spreads! 

Let’s spread the word instead of the 
lice. This has to be a joint effort, town 
wide, or it will continue. This latest out- 
break has been traced back to the last 
school year in three of our elementary 
schools. Talk to your school nurse to see 
if your school is doing anything about 
this. See your doctor if you’re not sure 
what you may be dealing with. 

According to a clerk at CVS in 
Andover, it’s very common to see par- 
ents late at night frantically buying NIX 
from aisle 13 and rush out looking like 
they’re being pursued. It’s not fun to deal 
with, but we protect our children with 
immunizations and such — why not 
with information and proper treatment 
for this as well? If you suspect your child 
may have been exposed to head lice, see 
your school nurse or family doctor for a 
head check.

them. We want to see if there’s a 
compatibility and to see if they 
can really use the building.

That point was clear from the 
selectmen’s workshop Mon- 
day. 

“We need to have clear 
lines of who’s going to be 
involved with what,” said Lar- 
ry Larsen. 

“The Friends purpose is to 


use the site as a police and 
fire station (see related sto- 
ry). Other proposals included 
turning the dormitory into a 
child care facility, a day 
school, or an assisted living 
facility, says Britton. 

Andover’s design selection 
team is continuing to study 
the three acres behind Doher- 
ty Middle School as a possible 
place for a senior center. The 
town gave the seniors the 
land at April Town Meeting, 
but one of the fears about that 
site is that it may be too wet 
for such a building. 

“We've had some tests 
done and we’re waiting to 
hear back from the engineers. 
It’s still in the running,” says 
Epstein.

Greenfield, stopped in Lawrence to have a cigarette 
on the way to a club. Police pulled up and told them 
they were trespassing, and after checking Mason’s 
registration, placed him in handcuffs and arrested 
him. Santavicca says that charges have since been 
dropped because a new registration was in the mail. 

Police told C.J. Santavicca he would have to walk 
back to Andover. A few hours later, Mason returned 
to the Santavicca home to find that C.J. had not yet 
returned, and Mason told Cynthia Santavicca what 
had happened. 

The two went to the Andover police looking for 
help, because the Santaviccas were new to the area 
and Cynthia Santavicca was worried that C.J. would 
not know how to return home. Police told her it was 
out of their jurisdiction. Santavicca and Mason drove 
down Route 28 looking for C.J. and then returned to 
the Andover police again. 

When Siopes came out to talk with them, both 
started talking to him at once and Santavicca says 


Siopes “turned to Chris and in a very demeaning and 
hostile way yelled at Chris to be quiet.” 

Siopes said C.J. Santavicca was 21 and in 
Lawrence, so there was little Andover police could do. 
Santavicca says as the conversation continued she 
became alarmed with the “aggressive, agitated man- 
ner” of Siopes. 

Santavicca asked to use a phone, and when she 
was let inside, Mason and Siopes had brief words and 
Mason was thrown out of the station. By using the 
phone, Santavicca discovered her son had returned 
home, but before she left the station, she told Siopes 
how unhappy she was with the treatment she 
received. 

Another incident several weeks later caused San- 
tavicca to pursue her complaint, she says. 

Police shot several rounds in her neighborhood 
while trying to kill a sick raccoon, she says, contend- 
ing that they should have knocked on the door to let 
people know they were going to dispose of a sick ani- 
mal. 

“There seems to be no consistency here. A half- 
dead raccoon requires immediate attention, but when 
there’s a human threat there’s nothing they can do,”

she says. 


What now? 

As for where the complaint will go from here, 
Froburg says, “I don’t really see that there’d be any 
more action taken other than talking about it. 

“T’ve already talked to the sergeant involved,” he 
says. “Maybe I'd have her come in and the three of us 
would talk about it, or the four of us (including Mason)” 

Santavicca says she wants an apology and wants to 
know “what kind of protection and assistance I can 
expect from the Andover police and with what type of 
attitude a request for assistance will be received.” 

The Andover police receive about five written 
complaints a year, in part because most people are 
reluctant to put a complaint in writing. Froburg says 
investigations sometimes move quickly and other 
times take months. Most involve complaints about 
an officer’s attitude. 

Although the usual response by the police 
department is to simply talk with the officer 
involved, Froburg says he does remember one case 
in the 1990s where an officer was suspended for a 
week. 
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Union, committee at odds over ‘trust’

consciously tried to build an identity 
that values consensus above all else. 

+ Last week union President Thomas 
Meyers accused School Committee 
members of maintaining a “bunker 
mentality” about solving the schedul- 
ing crisis because they declined to 
involve teachers in that process. 
School Committee member Skip Eccles 
countered he thought the teachers 
union was making decisions that 
didn’t put the students first. 

- The issue of training for teachers 
moving to block schedules also 
cranked up the volume at committee 
meetings. Meyers and committee mem- 
ber Tim McCarron ended up shouting 
at each other over that several weeks 
ago. 
- Then there was a committee vote 
on an amendment to the teachers’ con- 
tract to accommodate the changes that 
block schedule is bringing to teachers’ 
schedules. Committee members David 
Birnbach and McCarron both voted 
against that. 

Birnbach says he thinks Meyers 
thrives on confrontation, which does 
not improve the communication. He 
believes the problem is not with teach- 
er/administration relations, but with 
union/administration relations. 

“In union related issues, the ques- 
tion is are they really working in the 
best interest of the staff members and 
the students,” Birnbach says. 


Bridging the gaps 

While it is natural for union and 
management to clash over just about 
anything, the recent disputes have 
become more shrill, at least in public, 
than in the past. 

Why? Eccles points to trust first, but 
says it may also be simply because 
there are sO many more areas to dis- 
agree, since there are more things now 
on the bargaining table than in the 
past. 

“There seems to be a profound dis- 
trust between the administration and 
the union, working much to the disad- 
vantage of the students,” he says, 
adding that he thinks teachers should 
limit their contract negotiations to 
salary and benefits. 

“The faculty as a whole, wearing 
their teaching hats, should make more 
of the decisions about how education is 
delivered,” Eccles says. 

Meyers says the expanded menu of 
negotiable items is not the union’s 
fault. The scope of bargaining negotia- 
tions is determined by Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 150E, and 
includes salaries, benefits and working 
conditions, he says. 

“Our role is to support the decision 
of the faculty at every level,” Meyers 
says. 

Still, Superintendent Richard E. 
Neal agrees that teachers’ contracts 
with many public school systems have 
changed over the years to incorporate 
more issues that he wishes were left to 
resolution by school principals and 
their staff.

Meyers says he agrees issues should 
always be dealt with “locally first,” and 
says he has not accused the Andover 
public schools of violating the teachers’ 
contract. 

But while there is general agree- 
ment that trust is a problem, leaders 
were hard pressed to specifically iden- 
tify issues where trust has broken 
down. 

School Committee member David 
Birnbach says he thinks it may be the 
gap between what is said in private 
and what is said in public. He says 
union members made some public 
stabs against the administration that 
were unlike what members told admin- 
istrators in private discussions. 

Birnbach received several phone 
calls from elementary school teachers 
who say they weren’t represented by 
the union when it negotiated $5,000 
bonuses for high school teachers who 
took on new courses in the block sched- 
ule, but didn’t add any teaching time, 
he said.

staff members that aren’t as enthusias- 
tically supportive of union leadership, 
but I think because the union leaders 
are strong willed, they tend to drive the 
agenda,” Birnbach says. 

Meyers has said that the union has 
no agenda but to deal with the con- 
cerns brought up by its members, if 
they can’t first be solved locally 
(between the teacher and his or her 
principal, for example). 

Meyers speaks of another gap. He 
says communication from the adminis- 
tration to teachers about the schedul- 
ing problem at the high school was 
poor. Many parents of high school stu- 
dents echo that complaint. 

Meyers charges that Neal denied the 
union a chance to have their represen- 
tative, Dr. Ron Francis, meet with 
Assistant Principal Peter Leuke about 
the block schedule at the end of the last 
school year. 

Neal won’t respond to that, but says 
there were many “opportunities for 
communication that were blocked for a 
variety of reasons.” 


Girdwood says the lack of commun: 
cations could be due to no more than 
good intentions gone awry. “There are 
two different ways of looking at it: 
either the administration was working 
intensively to try to correct it, or time 
was of the essence. I don’t know that 
these things are done purposefully,” 
she says. 

Does High School Principal Ellen 
Parker agree that communication 
regarding scheduling was poor? She 
will neither agree nor disagree. “We 
can always improve communication,” 
she says. 


It’s in the “gray” areas 

While scheduling problems at the 
high school may have exposed tensions 
between the union and administration, 
the handling of the new schedule is not 
the only point of contention. 

Girdwood says conflicts between 
union and committee members or 
administrators tend to crop up around 
“gray areas” of the teachers’ contract, 
such as how much paid time is specifi- 
cally set aside for planning. Other gray 
areas include things that aren’t speci- 
fied in writing but are defined by 
precedent or “past practice.” 

The ambiguous yet untouchable 
nature of some past practice issues 
make it difficult for the administration 
to set direction and move forward 
sometimes, Girdwood says, but she 
agrees with Meyers that the key is get- 
ting the teachers involved, and listen- 
ing to them. 

“You can never listen enough, and | 
think we’re trying very hard to include 
them,” she says. 

Neal agrees. “In order to achieve 
goals, sometimes things have to 
change, and the union sometimes sees 
that as a threat,” he says. 

Meyers said the administration has 
listened, but not heard all their con- 
cerns in some cases. 

One test of union-administrative 
relations came this summer when the 
groups agreed to negotiate the contract 
a new way known as “collaborative 
bargaining.” 

In that system, a facilitator presents. 
an issue, and members of both sides of 
the bargaining table offer options as to 
how to deal with it. 

Not everybody is a fan of it. Gird- 
wood says she believes all parties are 
more vulnerable in that process 
because an idea that was presented for 
discussion is sometimes construed lat- 
er as a formal request. That can lead to 
more areas of disagreement than the 
two sides had when they started. 

Meyers, Girdwood and Neal agree, 
however, that for a first run, the new 
bargaining process worked reasonably 
well because all the participants were 
trained prior to negotiations. 

But a deadline imposed by time and 
learning requirements of the Educa- 
tion Reform Act meant that both sides 
left the table with unresolved issues. 
There may be an agreement on paper, 
but in reality a few things that appear

Block schedule report pushed to deadline

‘ While Andover High School opened 
more than a month ago on an emer- 
gency block schedule, the administra- 
tion has yet to identify why the origi- 
nal block schedule plan was not ready. 

Superintendent Richard E. Neal 
told High School Principal Ellen A. 
Parker he expected a report on the 
cause of the block scheduling prob- 
lems by October 1. As of Townsman 
press time Wednesday, the report was 
not available. 

Neal said he had a sense of who was 
responsible but declined to comment 
until he read Parker’s report. 

“IT want to see all of the details of 
what transpired and what went 
wrong,” he said. 

The high school administration had 
planned to use a modified block sched- 
ule of classes in 45-, 60- and 90-minute 
lengths, but when school opened the 
schedule was only prepared in four 82- 


minute classes per day. Many students 
had more than one study hall a day or 
courses out of sequence until most 
schedules were fixed. 

Initially, high school administra- 
tors blamed the failure to create a 
modified block schedule (a schedule 
with classes of varied lengths) on the 
scheduling software. 

However, after the superintendent 
spoke with the owner of the software 
company, Richard Dwyer of Nordex 
International, he said the software was 
functioning and was not the cause of 
the problem. 

Parker last week refused to com- 
ment until the report was released. 

Neal said the “central administra- 
tion” at the high school is responsible 
for the schedule, but would not say 
who was in that category other than 
Parker and assistant principals Peter 
Leuke and Stephen Richardson. 

Teachers’ Union President Thomas 


Meyers said he had planned to have 
the union’s block scheduling expert 
Dr. Ron Francis work on the new 
schedule with Leuke at the beginning 
of the summer, but was “denied that 
opportunity” by Neal. 

Neal refused to comment about that 
meeting but later said discussions 
about the schedule were on hold while 
teachers negotiated their contract 
until June 23. 

Neal said he had not decided on 
what consequences await the guilty 
party. 

“It may not be my decision any- 
way,” he said. 

Tina Girdwood, Chairman of the 
School Committee, said she thought 
giving the administration more than 
three weeks to prepare a report was 
fair. 

“People’s careers are on the line 
here. People want to see blood on Main 
Street or something,” she said.

to be settled are not, they say. 

One is the issue of how teachers are evalu- 
ated. Last year, teachers who doubled as 
department heads, principals and assistant 
principals shared the task of evaluating 
teachers. This year department head posi- 
tions within the union were eliminated, 
replaced by “program advisors” — adminis- 
trators who teach part time. 

Meyers says he believes the problem with 
program advisors is twofold: they teach only 
half the time the department heads taught 
and get paid more, and they are a new level 
of administration, when what the system 
needs is more teaching time. 

To have teachers evaluated by adminis- 
trators instead of their fellow teachers 
makes them less likely to work in a collabo- 
rative way, Meyers says. 

But Neal and Girdwood say the arrange- 
ment was changed because the Union didn’t 
want teachers to be evaluated by their 
department heads. 


Not according to Meyers. “We gave con- 
sent” to evaluations by department heads, he 
Says. 

Will collaborative bargaining continue 
into the next round of negotiations two years 


from now? Neal, Girdwood and Meyers all 
say they will have to see what the issues are 
and who the players are. Neal is planning to 


retire at the end of this year 


Improving communication 

Neal echoed Eccles comments when asked 
how relations could be improved. 

“If there are more opportunities for facul- 
ty to discuss things not as a union, it’s going 
to improve,” he says. 

But if the current stance of both sides 
remains, that appears unlikely. Their view 
of the scheduling chaos is a prime example. 

Meyers says he wants to see a more demo- 
cratic process for decision making, rather 
than a “top down” approach, like he believes 
the scheduling problem at the High School 
was handled. 

“Tt didn’t have to happen this way if there 
were more dialogue. This is the most bizarre 
start-up I’ve ever seen,” he says. “No one per- 


union’s cries of “That’s a union 
issue and we can’t talk about 
that,” can impede progress. 

Meyers says the union only 
steps in when “the administra- 
tion impedes the democratic pro- 
cess,” but declines to give a spe- 
cific example.

optimize your budget. Request a list of 
three or four previous clients. Call 
them and ask about their satisfaction 
with the designer’s work and working 
style. 

According to interior designers, 
homeowners should ask how long the 
project will take and what their avail- 
ability is for taking on the project 
within the desired timetable. Establish 
parameters for updates and ongoing 
communication between you and the 
interior designer. Be as explicit about a 
completion date as you are about the 
budget.

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How to 
prepare for 
the first frost

he first frost of fall is soon to 
descend on many gardens 
across the country. If it is a 
severe frost, it brings the sea- 
son of summer vegetables and flowers 
to a dramatic end. The juicy tomatoes, 
cucumbers, and eggplants of summer 
quickly bow out to the succulent, 
green cabbages, broccolis and lettuces 
of the fall. The bright, summery colors 
of marigolds and zinnias are replaced 
by the subdued, fall colors of chrysan- 
themums and asters. 

Unfortunately, the date for the 
arrival of the first fall frost is unpre- 
dictable. Even within your county, the 
date for the first frost could vary by a 
week or more. Mountaintop gardens 
are generally colder, but on still, clear 
nights when cold air, which is heavier 
than warm air, settles to the ground 
and then flows downhill, low-lying 
gardens will be struck first. Even in 
your own back yard, the date for the 
first frost can vary markedly from one 
year to the next. 

Consult a weather map or call your 
county Cooperative Extension office 
to find the average date for the first 
killing frost in your area, and then pre- 
pare for your garden’s first frost before 
it occurs. Do not worry about peren- 
nial plants, which include woody 
trees, shrubs, and vines, flowers such 
as daisies and daylilies, and vegetables 
such as asparagus and rhubarb. They 
all are hardy. The same is true for cer- 
tain annual flowers, such as snapdrag- 
ons and pansies, and vegetables such 
as lettuce, cabbage and root crops. 

Tender plants that succumb to that 
first frost include vegetables such as 
tomatoes, peppers, eggplants, squash- 
es, and beans, and flowers such as 
marigolds, zinnias, and dahlias. Most 
houseplants are tropical plants that 
cannot tolerate any frost at all. Move 
them indoors soon. 

Have some plastic sheets, blankets, 
or bedsheets ready, and if the first 
frost arrives particularly early, drape 
these coverings over tender plants for 
protection. For even better protection, 
hold the covering off plant leaves with 
stakes. (This is an advantage of staked 
tomato plants; the stakes are already 
there). Some years, an early frost is fol- 
lowed by a long, balmy Indian sum- 
mer, and if you can keep that first frost 
from nipping tender plants, you can 
eke out a few extra tomatoes and pep- 
pers in the fall. 

If covering plants do not seem 
worth the trouble, or the temperature 
is predicted to drastically plummet, 
Start picking. This is the time to fill 
baskets with tomatoes and peppers, 
and jars of water with the last

Give your 
Siding a 
checkup 


You're happy with the “low-mainte 
nance” exterior siding on your home. 
but bear in mind that “low” mainte: 
nance doesn’t mean “no” mainte. 
nance. 

There are several different types of 
exterior siding: hardboard, ply wood, 
brick, synthetic stucco, vinyl and fiber 
cement. They each have advantages 
and disadvantages depending on the 
climate you live in, the style or design 
of your home, budget, and mainte- 
nance requirements. If selected and 
installed properly, any of these exteri- 
or sidings can provide years of satis- 
faction. 

But just like other big-ticket items, 
you'll want to perform a periodic 
check to make sure everything is 
working as it should. While exterior 
Siding is an excellent choice for the 
outside of your home, its ability to 
repel water will make a difference in 
how it looks after years of abuse from 
the elements. With only a short walk 
around your home’s perimeter, you 
can find out what it is your house 
wants you to know. 

Major damage is easy to spot, but 
preventive troubleshooting may be 
tricky. If you add checking out the 
exterior siding to your once-a-year 
“big- cleaning” ritual, you may stop 
problems before too much damage is 
done. Scheduling the inspection when 
you're already cleaning and repairing 
other areas of your home will help you 
remember to do it regularly. 

Specialty building products manu- 
facturer ABT Building Products of 
Charlotte, N.C., offers these tips on 
what to look for when inspecting your 
exterior siding. 

Make sure that nearby mulch, 
landscape materials and bushes - all 
high moisture contributors - are at 
least a foot away from the siding. 

* Check to see that runoff from gut- 
ters and drains isn’t traveling down the 
siding, leaving ugly stains that may be 
difficult to remove. 

- If you run a sprinkler near the 
house, make sure the spray isn’t hit- 
ting it directly. Spray that hits the sid- 
ing from below allows moisture to 
come up from underneath the siding. 

- Look for signs of mildew Starting 
to form. On vinyl siding, mildew can 
be removed with a mixture of 1 /3 cup 
household detergent, 2/3 cup of 
trisodium phosphate, and one quart of 
bleach in one gallon of water. Equip a 
garden hose with a soft bristle, long- 
handled car brush to do the job easily.

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It’s relatively easy to maintain 
an old house’s wood boards

Maintaining an old house’s original 
wood clapboards is one of the major 
components of a successful restora- 
tion. It’s usually not a difficult thing to 
do. In most cases, you should be able to 
make spot repairs or replace damaged 
boards for the end result of a unified 
period exterior. 

As you can imagine, the common 
problem with lots of old clapboard is 
that it tends to split and crack over 
time. If the split or crack is small, often 
restorers simply glue the board back 
together again, without causing much 
disturbance to the rest of the side. Use 
a good waterproof glue, then clamp 
the split together until it dries. You can 
do this by driving nails below the 
lower edge of the damaged board, 
turning them up so they brace the 
pieces together. Small wood blocks 
secured with a nail or two will do the 
same thing. Be careful the nails don’t 
split the siding. 

If you find boards that are damaged 
beyond repair, spots where warping, 
rot and the weather have taken their 
toll on old wood, you can usually cut 
out the bad piece and replace it with a 
freshly milled clapboard. 

Use a hacksaw to cut out the freshly 
damaged section. Angle it carefully

while you work to avoid cutting the 
siding below. After the board is cut, a 
sharp hammer and chisel is usually all 
that’s needed to remove pieces of the 
damaged wood. Chances are the board 
is nailed to the one above it. If the nail 
is visible from the surface, try to pull it 
out. If not, you'll have to insert small 
wooden wedges or a screwdriver up 
under the siding to pry it out slightly to 
cut the nails with a hacksaw. 

If you must start from scratch and 
re-side an old (or new) house with 
Clapboard, the following installation 
tips and techniques will guide you: 

Traditionally, most beveled clap- 
boards were layered from the bottom 
up. It’s still the preferred way to side 
today. The historic way the hand-rived 
boards were secured to the structure is 
also the one that those milling riftsawn 
clapboards today recommend: nailing 
through two courses. Spaced less than 
an inch above the butt of the clap- 
board, the nails also penetrate the top 
of the board in the course below. 
Because of vertical grain clapboard’s 
limited expansion and contraction, 
this is the best way to install this type 
of siding. We recommend 5d _galva- 


nized wire box nails. Its thin shank, of 


course, prevents the wood from split- 
ting.

* Drawing a straight line parallel to 
the edge of a board without having the 
pencil slip becomes simple if you file a 
tiny nick in the blade edge of your 
combination square.

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How to handle paint, 
cleanup and storage

Here are some tips and shortcuts to 
help make your next painting job easi- 
er: 

Getting ready 

- Instead of wearing rubber or plas- 
tic gloves while painting, coat your 
hands with liquid latex (available at 
hardware stores). It dries to a flexible 
film and washes off with the paint. For 
quick touch-ups, just use a coat of hand 
Or face cream. 

- For easier stirring and better mix- 
ing, drill a few one-quarter-inch holes 
in your stirring paddle. 

* Working from a full can of paint 
Can invite spills and dripping. Pour half 
of the paint into an extra can or buck- 
et and use that for painting. Seal the 
Original can until you need more for 
painting. 

* Avoid paint can mess by punching 
holes in the rim groove of the can. 
Instead of collecting there, the paint 
will drain back into the can. To catch 
drips, tape a paper plate to the can’s 
bottom. 

* To remove clots or lumps in old 
paint, strain it through a piece of 
cheesecloth or pantihose fastened over 
the top of a paint bucket. 

* With alkyd paint, two thin coats 


are better than One thick one. But with 
latex, apply a heavy coat, even when

you plan another. Flaws and spills= 

- When painting around trim, keep 
a screwdriver and a cloth dampened 
with solvent handy. If you get a bit of 
paint on the trim, fold the cloth around 
the tip of the tool and wipe the paint 
away. 

For an easy, accurate way to 
scrape paint from windows, place a 4- 
inch-wide drywall taping knife blade 
against the putty or wood molding. 
Slide a razor-blade scraper against the 
knife blade to make a perfect line. 

* Remove masking tape as soon as 
the paint is dry enough that it won't 
run or smear.

What you should look for 


Wouldn't it be easier to vacuum your 
house without lugging a heavy canister 
around? And wouldn’t it be nice to 
Carry On a Conversation without yelling

A central vacuum system — also 
known as a built-in vacuum — will 
allow you to do that and more And

central vacuum system. The hose is 
corrugated to give it flexibility and 
Strength, but that can cause airflow 
restrictions. The greater the ribbing, 
the greater the loss of airflow. There 
can be as much as 25 percent more air- 
flow in hoses of the same length 
depending on the diameter and sur- 
face. 

A 30-foot hose is the standard in the 
built-in vacuum industry, but you 
could consider a_ shorter hose. 
Remember, however, that the length of 
the hose determines the number of 
inlet valves you will need, so it’s advis- 
able to take extra time and care when 
planning the system.

Types of detectors 

smoke detectors can have either ion- 
iZation Or photoelectric sensors. 
Because each type of sensor responds 
more quickly to a different kind of fire. 
the best protection is a detector that 
uses both. 

Jonization detectors contain a tiny 
amount of shielded radioactive materi- 
al that emits a small amount of radia- 
tion that’s detected by a sensor. Smoke 
blocks the radiation from reaching the 
Sensor, tripping the alarm.
